An Act to consolidate the enactments relating to the 
Registration of Documents. 

TI7IIEREAS it is expedient to consolidate the enact- c

CoNlINGENCIES. 

42. The contingencies of the registration depart- 
ment have been declared to be con- 
tract contingencies and registrars

Under Article 74, Ciul Account Code, 
Registrars may incur any expenditure that may bo re- 
quired without further sanction. For detailed instruc- 
tions they should consult chapter VI of the Civil 
Account Code and chapter VI of the Punjab Treasury 
Manual. The unspent balances of contract grants do 
not lapse and the savings of one year can therefore be 
utilised subject to budget provision in any subsequent 
year.

with his annual notes and triennial reports on tho ad- 
ministration of tbo department and their firms will he 
found in appendix II. They are to bo prepared according 
to the calendar year and will be compiled from roturns 
furnished by registrars. Blank printed forms of each 
of the statements in English and in Urdu will bo supplied 
irom tho Inspector-General’s offico before the close of 
tho calendar year ‘o each ngiatrar, who wiH'rcfain two 
English forms for lus own offico, and distribute tho Urdu 
forms to all the sub-registrars in his* district, two forms 
being given to each sub -registrar. As soon as possible 
after the close of tho yeir, each sub* registrar w’ill collect 
the necessary figures and fill up tho several columns of tho 
blank statements.
